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The Residents of Romulus Say a Fond

In last November's general election, 
Democrat James Kosteva was defeated 
after serving as a Michigan legislator for 
eight years. 

When asked to comment on his re- 
cent defeat, the 13-year Canton resident 
replied, "After redistricting, | knew | was 
going to be in for quite a struggle. Be- 
cause of the change in districts, | lost 
Romulus and Wayne, and picked up the 
rest of Canton (70%) plus all of Sumpter 
Township. Actually, 50% of the district 
was entirely new to me." 

Kosteva added that the newly cre- 
ated district in which he ran for office was 
made up largely of Republican voters. 
Uponlearning of his new district's bound- 
aries, Kosteva said he began mentally 
preparing himself for a possible defeat. 
"Nevertheless," he said, "I feel really 
about the campaign we waged. | 
was, however, disappointed in seeing 
how many people appearedto vote strictly 
on a partisan basis." 

When queried as to his contributions 
in State government, Kosteva said, 





"Firstly, | worked hard at my job every 


single day, and attempted, in a sincere 
way, to fulfill my job description as State 
Representative. | worked hard at helping 
my constituents, whether it was helping 
them to obtain needed State Aid or di- 
recting them to the appropriate agency 
for their particular problem. 

"Secondly," he continued, "ifaperson 
experienced unfair treatment from the 
State, | helped in that area, too. Overall, 
| feel | was aggressively involved with all 
issues of State government." 

Kosteva was the sponsor of Mich- 
igan's Education Trust, or MET. By utiliz- 
ing MET, he explained, Michigan parents 
have the opportunity to set aside money 
during achild's early years to pay for his/ 
her future college education. 

Also, Kosteva noted, he was instru- 
mental in assisting the economic develop- 
ment of Romulus and, additionally, he 
helped residents of Belleville and Van 
Buren Township to raise funds for the 
reconstruction of the Belleville Lake Dam. 

"As a legislator," Kosteva stated, "I 
was very involved with the ecology is- 


sue. | sponsored a number of bills deal- 


ing with recycling, and worked hard at 
strengthening and improving the exist- 
ing environmental legislation.” 

As aresult of his recent defeat, Kos- 
teva expressed disappointment in the 
fact that many of the projects upon which 
he was working may remain unfinished. 

"Of course,” he said, "I'm; still inter- 
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ested in several State issues, but | can't 
impact them aswell as | could if! was still 
in the Legislature." 

A major concern, Kosteva added, is 
the present use of property taxes to fund 
schools. It may, he feels, be necessary to 
somehow change the manner in which 
State schools are financed. 

Turning to possible future political 
plans, Kosteva stated, "Some sort of 
public service will always be a part of my 
life, whetherit's attending a PTA meeting 
as a parent or getting involved in some 
sort of National movement. It's all public 
service, and | feel that performing these 
duties is a responsibility of all citizens. 

"Concerning running again for of- 
fice," he continued, "it's too early to com- 
ment specifically. I'm sure I'll reflect on 
that during the upcoming year." 

Kosteva then spoke to Michigan's 
newly enacted term-limit legislation, and 
how those requirements may figure in 
determining his future political.actions. 

"Term limits mean that being a legis- 
lator is no longer a career option. If | 
embark on a career now," added the 40- 
year-old Kosteva, "| can give acompany 
20 or more years of service. 

"I'l have to take allthis into consider- 
ation," he added, "but, as of now, | feel 
pretty excited about having an opportu- 
nity to consider a change of direction and 
a new career.” 

Kosteva, who graduated from North 
Central College in Naperville, Illinois, 
with a degree in metropolitan studies, 
has also completed some graduate stud- 
ies atthe University of Michigan's School 
of Natural Resources. He and his wife 
Laura, a speech pathologist at Royal 
Oak's William Beaumont Hospital, have 
been married for 13 years. The couple 
are the proud parents of two sets of 
twins: Adam and Jessica are six years 
old, while Caryn and Sarah will turn four 
in January. Kosteva's mother-in-law, Ella, 
rounds out the family household. 

In his leisure time, Kosteva enjoys 
family activities, running, soccer, and 
golf. He and Laura are movie buffs, and 
also like to exercise together. 

In summing up his feelings with re- 
gard to his past service as a State repre- 
sentative, Kosteva said, "I certainly en- 
joyedthe work. Ifeel, andbelieve, | made 
adifference in people's lives andinsome 
of Michigan's policies. 

"| learned a lot about the human 
condition, and allthe trauma and triumphs 
involved therein," he concluded. "Alto- 
gether, | feel I'm a much more enriched 
person for having hadthe experience."

_The Hand of Hope 


Successful Weight Loss

Imagine your life without the pres- 
sure of dieting. Many individuals diet 
using premeasured meals and salads, 
and, after years, they reach a stable, 
comfortable, close-to-ideal weight. 

You may dream of wearing designer 
swimwear and tapered shirts. Chances 
are, you will tell yourself that, on such a 
day, your life will become totally positive. 

Current wisdom on weight loss — as 
it applies to those who overeat — is that 
individuals are most successful at shed- 
ding weight and keeping it offif they start 
thinking positively about themselves 
while the pounds are still in place. 

Many psychologists say that effec- 
tive weight loss is easier when people 
banish negative thought patterns from 
their minds and replace them with posi- 
tive ones. 

The negative thoughts can be di- 
vided into four categories: 
¢ "light bulb" thinking, 

* the "impossible dream," 

* the "awful imperative," and 
* "dead end" thinking. 
"Light Bulb” Thinking 

Think of the light in your living room 
being turned on and off. Many people do 
the same thing with their diets: on for six 
days, off for one. Most individuals will 
only think of the day off (negative thought) 
instead of the six days on (positive 
thought). One must develop that positive 
attitude, and reward oneself for those six 





days that are the positive achievement. 
The "Impossible Dream" 

Dieters set unrealistic goals andthen 
feel guilty for not reaching them. Let's 
take one example. 

Apersonwants to lose 50 pounds for 
a wedding which is one month away. We 
know that such a goal is impossible, but 
let's say that the person does lose 20 of 
the 50 pounds by the deadline. Instead 
of feeling positive about the weight-loss 
accomplished, the person is likely to 
suffer from negative feelings of guilt over 
his/her “failure” to lose the entire 50 
pounds. He/she should reward himself/ 
herself for the positive achievement that 
has been made. 

The "Awful Imperative" 

Most dieters set strict rules for them- 
selves, such as "I'll never eat candy 
again." They often find themselves snack- 
ing on the items they have forbidden 
themselves, and then can't forgive their 
failure. The fear of such failure keeps 
them from being successful at their diet. 
"Dead End" Thinking 

This last mode of thinking is based 
on envy. Many overweight people fall 
into this category when they focus on the 
unchangeable fact that some people can 
eat like a horse and still look like a model. 
This type of thinking will get them no- 
where fast. 

Review the four categories; you may 
fall into one or more. If you do, watch for 
my next article: "thinking yourself thin."Q

HomeShare Program Offers 
Unique Housing Alternatives

Are you paying high rent? Living 
alone? Would you like someone waiting 
for you when you get home at night? 
Does your home have an extra bed- 
room? Would you like to share those 
high heating bills? Well, HomeShare may 
be your answer! 

"Anna," a 35-year-old divorcee, has 
been HomeSharing with "Betty," an 83- 
year-old widow, for a year and a half. 
Annapays minimal rent each month and, 
in exchange, provides services for Betty. 
These services can include grocery shop- 
ping, banking, cooking, or just plaincom- 
panionship. Both women enjoy an in- 
creased sense of security and have lost 
past feelings of loneliness. 

HomeShare is offered to adults, free 
of charge.. Trained staff assist in match- 
ing compatible people from all walks of 
life to share housing. The decisions are 
up to the participants and the benefits 
are numerous, as illustrated in the Anna/ 
Betty match. 

HomeSharing begins with a phone 
call.. Participants are divided into two 
groups: providers (people with homes to 
share) and seekers (people looking to

share a home). The application process 
includes a personal interview to deter- 
mine needs, preferences, and expecta- 
tions. Personal references are checked, 
income verified, and a medical evalua- 
tionform completed by eachparticipant's 
physician. 

Quick matches are not the goal of 
this program. Instead, participants are 
encouraged to take it slow and choose 
carefully. Referrals are made on an on- 
going basis to potential HomeSharers. 
The final decisions are made by the 
participants themselves. 

Staff will help clients arrange a trial 
match, which usually lasts two weeks. A 
HomeSharing lease agreement is en- 
couraged to establish the rules of the 
house and set deadlines for payment of 
rent and utilities. Periodically, a Home- 
Share specialist will contact participants 
in matches. Counseling and mediation 
are available, should a problem develop. 

The Information Center, Inc., has 
made over 90 matches in the southern 
and western Wayne County area, and is 
attempting to increase participation in 
your community.
